Address to Ransom Post No. 131, Department of Missouri, Grand 
Army of the Republic, by General W. T. Sherman, June 20, 
1884, at St. Louis, Mo. 

Comrapgs: When in November last I came from 
Washington to St. Louis to make this my final home, I 
was invited by several of the posts of the Grand Army 
of the Republic to join them, but learning that some of 
my neighbors intended to form a new Post more con- 
venient to my residence, I concluded to unite with it. 
The name of this new Post had not yet been deter- 
mined, and having on the walls of my private office a 
portrait or likeness of Brigadier General T. E. G. Ran- 
som, whese name was vacant in the roster of this De- 
partment, I suggested his name as an appropriate one, 
and offered to present the portrait to typify the man. 
The members adopted the name, and have since con- 
cluded toenlarge the portrait, so as to more conspicuous- 
ly display the features of him who is the patronyme 
of this Post ; and it is but right that I who knew him 
in life, and have thus been instrumental in perpetuating 
his name, should demonstrate the wisdom of our 
‘choice. 

The Ransoms are a Vermont family. Their ances- 
fors were of that race called the ‘‘ Green Mountain 
Boys,” who were with Stark at Ticonderoga, and with 
Montgomery at Quebec, in the old French war of 
176, and in our Revolutionary War of 1776; a hardy, 
bold race of men, suited to the times in which they 
lived. The father of our namesake was Truman B. 
Ransom, born at Woodstock, Vermont, 1803, left an 
orphan early in life, and had to struggle for the means 
of subsistence like most of the boys of that period; yet, 
by industry and thrift, he managed to acquire a good 
education, and started forth to carve out his own career 
in the world. He first taught mathematics in a school 
at Middletown, Connecticut; then was employed to 
survey the Connecticut River; afterwards was engaged 
asateacher ina military school in New Jersey; again 
at Fayetteville, North Carolina, and at Washington, 
Georgia; at Pensacola, Florida, he was a professor of 
mathematics in the United States Navy. He was after 
ward employed as chief engineer on the public works 
of Illinois, and finally drifted back almost to the point 
whence he had started, Norwich, Vermont, when he be- 
came the principal of Capt. Alden Partridge’s Military 
School, then, as since, an academy of great renown. 
This military school at one time almost rivalled the 
National Military Academy at West Point, and there 
Many a man who afterward became famous in the 
Mexican War and Civil War first drank in the inspira- 
tion of patriotism and learned the lessons of the art of 
War which enabled him to make out of unorganized 
Masses of men, compact companies, regiments and 
brigades of soldiers, to act as a single body in the great 
game of war. I have been at Norwich, which is situ- 
ated on the western bank of the beautiful Connecticut 
River, directly opposite the venerable University of 
Dartmouth, and believe that such surroundings make 
a2 impress on the mind, which purify and imbue it 
With an exalted love of nature and of one’s country. 

was here, on the 29th day of November, 1834, that 
our hero, Thomas Edwin Greenfield Ransom, was born, 
and it was here that he spent his boyhood. His father 

Was at the time principal of the Military School, and it 

Was but natural that the child should catch the spirit of 

the father and reflect the genius of the place. The 

father was universally regarded as the best educated 

Scholar in the military branches of knowledge in all 

New England, if not in the United States. His neigh- 

bors and associates record of him that he was not only 


a knightly gentleman and soldier. 

When, in 1846, the Mexican War occurred, and the 
small Regular Army of that day was found insufficient 
to invade Mexico and conquer a peace, the Congress of 
the United States decreed an increase of the Regular 
Army of ten new regiments, in addition to the volun- 
teers which had offered their services. The 9th Regu- 
lars was assigned to New England, and by universal 
consent Truman B. Ransom was pointed out as the best 
man to command it. He volunteered at once, and was 
appointed its lieutenant-colonel, the colonel being Frank 
Pierce, of New Hampshire, a gentleman of great politi- 
cal prominence, who, on March 8, 1847, was made 
brigadier-general, and became afterward a President of 
the United States. Ransom was commissioned colonel 
April 9, 1847, and on him devolved all the labor 
and all the details of organization and preparation. 
This regiment was assembled at Fort Adams, Rhode 
Island, was there completely equipped, in due time em- 
barked and sailed for Vera Cruz to join the Army, then 
under command of General Scott. It participated in 
all the battles of that most romantic and captivating 
campaign from Puebla to the City of Mexico; but in 
the last assault on the Castle of Chepultepec, in sight 
of the city, Col. Ransom was killed at the head of his 
regiment, in his forty-fifth year of age. Of him, Ad- 
jutant-General Drum, of the Regular Army, writes me 
from Washington under recent date: ‘‘ I was subaltern 
officer in Truman B. Ransom’s regiment, the 9th In- 
fantry, and was standing by his side when he fell at 
Chepultepec. He was by all odds the most brilliant 
man under fire I have ever seen.” His body was sent to 
his beautiful home at Norwich, Vermont, where, on the 
22d day of February, 1848, he was buried with all the 
honors due a gallant soldier and much-beloved fellow- 
citizen, and there his body now remains. 

Such was the father of ou Gen2ral Ransom, who was 
at the time a mere lad of fourteen years, hardly capable 
of appreciating the loss of such a father. The mother 
was living, but was over-taxed with the care and main- 
tenance uf a large family. Who will do justice to the 
privations, labor, and distress of the poor women who, 
deprived of their natural guardians, had to struggle 
with poverty to provide food, clothing, and education 
for lusty boys thus left by a,Government which took 
the lives of the fathers, and stopped their pay before 
their bodies were fairly cold in death? But this poor, 
unselfish lady struggled on, and gave to the Regular 
Army ancther son, ‘‘ Dunbar,” and to us of the Army 
of the West, her youngest and fairest and most beloved 
son, Thomas, whose portrait we now see before us. 

As soon as he reached manhood he left his beautiful 
New England home for the then far off Chicago, where 
he embarked in civil business, with varied fortune, till 
the grumbling and roaring of the coming storm awak- 
ened in him the early inspirations of his childhood. 
Hearing that his country was in danger, he waited for 
no drsft or bounties, but enlisted on the 30th of April, 
1861, in Company E, 11th Illinois Infantry, and was at 
once elected captain of his company. As soon as the 
companies of the regiment had assembled on the 3d 
day of May of the same year he was elected major, and 
went with his regiment to the capital of his State, 
Springfield, and on to Cairo and Bird Point. 

Here on the 80th of July the three months for which 
the regiment had been enlisted expired; and it re- 
enlisted for three years; Ransom was elected lieutenant 
colonel, and subsequently on the 15th of February, 
1862, when his colonel, W. H. Wallace, was made a 
brigadier general, he, Ransom, became the colonel of 
the 11th Illinois Infantry. In November of the same 
year he was himself made a brigadier, and was brevet- 
ted a major general in September, 1864. 

In command of that gallant Union regiment, the 11th 
Illinois, Ransom shared in every engagement with Gen. 





learned in books, but in form, bearing and manner was 
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Grant about Oairo, at Forts Henry and Donaldson, at 
Shiloh and Corinth, and as brigadier general he was 
with us at Oxford and Vicksburg. He was wounded 
in South East Missouri on the 19th of August, 1961; 
at Donalson, Feb. 16, 1862, and again at Shiloh April 
6, 1862. To follow his personal history I would have 
to record anew all the battles, marches and labors of 
the armies of the Union, which resulted in the cap- 
ture of Vicksburg, and the opening of the Mississippi 
River to free navigation, which I regard as 
the mest important and conclusive event of the 
whole Civil War. It was during the siege of 
Vicksburg that I first noticed this young man, 
who commanded a brigade in McPherson’s Corps, 
the 17th. His brigade was on the extreme right of 
that corps, which brought him in contact with my 
own command, the 15th Corps. His appearance was 
almost boyish, with blonde hair, blue eyes, aad a fair 
complexion, and though of slender form he had the 
bearing of a gallant soldier. War is the supreme test 
of manhood; an hour, a minute, sometimes reveals 
the spirit which is in the man; the grasp of the 
hand, the flash of the eye, the unspoken word which 
trembles on the lips, in the supreme moment of battle, 
tell more than a volume can record. I saw Ransom 
during the assault of the 22d of May, 1863, saw his 
brigade dash against those battlements, to be hurled 
back because the time was not yet ripe, and I then 
marked him as the kind of whom heroes were made. 
After the captnre of Vicksburg Ransom was switched 
off to Louisiana and Texas, carrying with him the dash, 
courage and enthusiasm which marked every action of 
his life. In the Banks expedition up Red River, early 
in 1864, he commanded two Divisions of the 18th Corps, 
and at Sabine Cross Roads April 8, on the skirmish line 
he was again wounded for the fourth time, so severely 
that he was sent to the rear, and had tw return 
to Chicago for treatment; but so impatient was he 
to do his full share of work that he applied for duty 
and was ordered to report to me in Georgia. This was 
on the third day of August, in midsummer, of 1864, 
when we were pushing operations with vindictive earn- 
estness against the City of Atlanta. I hailed his com- 
ing, as of a kindred spirit to assist us in the work yet 
to be done ; assigned him to duty with the Army of the 
Tennesee, with which he had formerly been connected, 
and he fell to the command of the 4th Division of the 
16th Corps, then commanded by General G. M. Dodge. 
Shortly afterward, namely, on the 20th of August, Gen- 
eral Dodge himself received a disabling wound, which 
compelled him to leave, and the command of that Corps 
devolved on the youthful General Ransom, who com- 
manded it at the battle of Jonesboro, aud at the capture 
of the City of Atlanta. 
Here occurred a pause in our operations, and I began 
the changes incidental to the last and final campaign of 
the war. There were only two Divisions of the 16th 
Corps with us at Atlanta, and I determined to distribute 
these two Divisions to the other Corps of the Army of 
the Tennessee, the 15th and the 17th. By this Ransom’s 
Division became the 1st of the 17th Corps, and as Gen- 
eral Blair also took a leave of absence, the command of 
the 17th Corps devolved upon General Ransom. We 
were then lying in Atlanta, seemingly passive, but really 
waiting for the enemy to take the initiative after the, to 
him, ’ disastrous campaign of that year. Later, in 
September, Hood began his movement. On the Ist of 
October General Ransom, though unwell, personally 
conducted a reconnaissance toward Fairburn to observe 
the movement of our antagonist, and discovered that 
Hood’s whole army had crossed the Chattahoochee 
westward; conclusive of his intention to attack our 
line of communication, which compelled us to counter 
work, Leaving one Corps in Atlanta, with the other 
four I turned back and rapidly marched to Marietta, 
Kennesaw, Altoona, Kingston, Rome and Resaca, 
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over the very ground which we had fought for the pre- 
vious summer, and did not pause till Hood’s whole army 
had carromed off to the West, towards Decatur and 
Florence. It was day and night work ; we had no tents 
or the ordinary comforts of even camp life. Generals 
and private soldiers alike slept on the bare ground, and 
shared the same food. This was no place fora sick 
map, but it was the crisis of the war, and human life 
was accounted but little in comparison with the mighty 
issues at stake. Pausing fora few days at Gayles- 
ville I learned that General Ransom was very sick, and 
accompanied by my Chief Surgeon, John Moore, of the 
Regular Army, one of the most kindly, genial, intelli- 
gent, and skilful of physicians, I rode to the camp of 
the 17th Corps and found General Ranso.n in a negro 
cabin. He lay on a rude, improvised bunk, tried to be 
cheerful, and insisted that he was ‘‘ all right ” or would 
be in a day or so; but I noticed that his hand was dry 
and feverish, his forehead cold and clammy, and his 
eyes with pupils distended, just as I had noticed in my 
own son Willie a few days before his death. Doctor 
Moore asked a few questions of his attendants, and gave 
some general directions when we left. Outside the 
cabin I asked the Doctor what he thought. He said 
little, but 1 read in his face that Ransom’s time on earth 
was short. Time was then so important the movements 
already ordered must go on—a part of that army was 
ordered back to Chattanooga and Nashville, and part to 
Atlanta and Savannah. The 17th Corps formed an es- 
sential quota of the latter column, and as General Ran- 
som could not mount his horse, he was carried towards 
Rome, the nearest point for a railroad, in a litter. He 
was attended by his personal staff; the litter was car- 
ried by four men at a time, and these four were relieved 
every hour by afresh set. This was on the 28th of 
October, 1864, and I started from Gaylesville for Rome 
the next day and overtook the cortege on the road; the 
men had constructed a sort of canopy to screen his face 
from the sun, and as my party approached they set the 
litter down in the road. Dr. Moore and I alighted and 
again examined Ransom; there was little change since 
our previous visit. He certainly had a perfect memory, 
and full consciousness of all that was passing. 

I remember to have joked him at travelling in a 
Style of Oriental luxury in his palanquin, whilst we had 
to jog along on tired horses—he smiled and made some 
pleasant reply. We remounted and rode on. The next 
morning the party reached Rome, carrying the dead 
body of General Ransom, reporting that he had died 
shortly after we had passed him in the afternoon of the 
29th day of October, 1864. Observing fatal symptoms 
his kind attendants carried him to a farm house by the 
roadside, and there lying on a bed he said: ‘‘As a sol- 
dier I have tried to do my duty. Ido not claim that 
all I have done was owing to patriotism alone, though 
I believe I have as much of that as most men. Pat- 
riotism and inclination have led me the same way, to do 
all in my power for my country.” 

Yes, Ransom! though you had not yet reached your 
80th birthday, you had done a man’s full share of work 
on this earth, You might have reached your ‘‘three- 
score years and ten,” and have done no more. I wish 
you could have gone on with us to Savannah, to Golds- 
boro and Washington City ; still more, that you could 

‘have been with us at our many social meetings, at Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati and St. Louis, for which you were so 

~ brilliantly qualified ; but it was otherwise decreed that 
you, Dan McCook, Harker, McPherson, Joe Mower, 
and a host of other young and gallant fellows should 
go ahead to prepare the way for us who may lag a few 
years superfluous on the stage of life, but when we do 
meet, the interval will seem as but a short day. 

From Rome, Ga., we sent the body of General Ran- 
som to his home at Chicago, where it is now buried. 
The Society of the Army of the Tennessee, rich in 
noble intentions, but poor in purse, has decreed a monu- 
ment, but I fear that no marble marks the spot where 
his body lies. For thisI care not; better let the dust 
return to dust, and leave us who are living witnesses to 
testify, so that the young and rising generatiun may 

_ drink the inspiration of patriotism from the fountain of 
pure sacrifice of such a life as I have endeavored to 
portray. 

The civil war, its alarms, toils, labors, battles, and sacri- 
fices, are fast passing out of the memories of the living; 
it is to the interest of some that they should be buried 
fn oblivion forever, andit may be wise that in public 
we should relegate the past to the province of history; 
but among ourselves we cannot, we should not, forget. 
We know that in republics the greatest danger comes 
from within, and not from without, and we who felt 
the pelting of the pitiless storm, who endured the tri- 
bulations and anxieties of four long years of cruel war, | za1y,

hardships and cruelties uf war that others may not be 
tempted by selfish ambition, plausible pretence, and 
false issues to create a pretext for another. But when 
war does come there is only one way to meet it, and 
that is with the sword and the musket; just as Ranson 
did in 1861. 

Tbe Grand Army of the Republic proclaims as its 
fundamental creed, ‘‘ Loyalty, Fraternity, Charity ; 
malice toward none, charity for all.” We canonize no 
living man, but our dead heroes are the jewels in our 
imperial crown of glory, whose dazzling effulgence 
will kindle the spark of patriotisn in the breasts of the 
next generation. We admire courage, manliness and 
skill, even if opposed to us; and to such of our former 
enemies as have shown by their deeds a willingness to 
embark with us on the great ocean of the future we 
concede perfect equality, an ardent friendship, a wel- 
come to our camp fires, and a share in the charitable 
retreats established by Government for distress occa- 
sioned by the war; but we are human, and, for one 
generation at least, must prefer our own heroes, of 
which we have an abundance, and the privilege of re- 
taining a suspicion of those men who did not fight, but 
from their places of safety stirred up sedition and con- 
spiracy, and fanned the flames of bitter discord, which 
blinded the judgment of those who had a right to look 
to their leaders for the truth. Happily these are now 
nearly all gone, and the day seems near at hand when 
every intelligent man in America will recognize the 
holy cause for which we fought, and for which so many 
of our brightest and best youth so freely and so nobly 
gave their lives. 

Of these I could name hundreds who fell under my 
Own personal observation, but my office to-night is only 
to demonstrate that Gen. T. E. G. Ransom, whose 
name we bear, and whose portrait is now exhibited be- 
fore us, 18 @ conspicuous example. In bis own language, 
looking death in the face, far from home, he was con- 
tent to die, because he had done a man’s full work on 
earth, and because every motive and instinct of his 
nature had impelled him to the duties of a soldier and 
patriot. 

Our country has boundless plains and fertile valleys. 
It has cities, towns, villages and farms teeming with a 
busy industrious people, intent on their own schemes of 
life. It possesses everything which is deemed neces- 
sary for a great empire, and we claim that it can now 
turn to along array of heroes of which any civilized 
people on earth would be proud. We, their living com- 
rades, who shared in their dangers and privations, must 
see that their memories are kept bright, and that the 
cause for which they so nobly gave their lives is not 
obscured by false doctrine or perverted history. 

Comrades of Ransom Post, No. 181, Department of 
Missouri, Grand Army of the Republic, I hope that I 
have made plain that we have secured a name and title 
that do us honor, and that we should make it our life’s 
work to perpetuate the fame of our patronyme, Gen. 
Ransom, son of a knightly father who was killed in 
battle, and himself dead of wounds and exposure in the 
field of duty; the type of a class of youthful heroes that 
do honor to our country and to humanity.

Tax United States Coast and Geodetic Survey reports that 
the survey recently made by Lieutenant-Commander A. § 
Snow, U. 8. N., assistant coast survey commanding the 
steamer Gedney, has developed a dangerous ledge near the 
eastern entrance of Moose-a-Bec Reach, in Englishman's 
Bay, coast of Maine. 

An examination of the chart of the Atlantic shows that 
there is a sort of longitudiual table-land in which the depth 
varies from 1.8 to 24 miles. From one part to the other the 
depths descend to 3.7 miles, and in various depressions, of 
which the principal are to the west of the Canaries, to the 
south of Newfoundland, to the north of Porto Rico, and be. 
tween St. Helena and Rio, they exceed that depth. In the 
Pacific all the space included between North America and 
Japan is ied by the Tuscarora depression, of which the 
depth varies ween 3.7and 4.9 miles, while parallel to 
Japan there extends a depression in which has been found 
the greatest depth of 5.3 miles. 

Tux New York Sun says: ‘*The new models of the car- 
riage and pontoons of the Eads ship railway have started 
for London. Nearly all the capital for the enterprise is be- 
ing subscribed in that city. Chief Engineer Corthell says 
100 men are at work and that the first half mile of track has 
been completed. This, with the river course, which admits 
three of the largest ships abreast, completes 2514 miles of 
the Tehuantepec route. The new pontoon system of raising 
vessels from the water upon the railway carriage is to be 
substituted for the hydraulic system first contemplated. It 
was conceived by London engineers and adopted by Eads, 
snd will raise a ship out of water and upon the carriage in 
twenty minutes.”

FRAUDS IN THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


Before the sub-committee of the Senate Committee on 
Expenditure of Public Money, Secretary Chandler on Thurs- 
day produced a list of four vouchers from the Second Con- 
troller’s office and 62 from the Fourth Anditor’s, all of 
which were supposed to be fraudulent.

A number 
of naval officers from Eastern navy-yards and hospitals 
have been summoned to Washington to testify as to the 
receipt or non-receipt of goods represented as having been 
purchased for their stations. 

A Court of Inquiry of which Commodore James E. Jouett, 
United States Navy, is hereby eppotates President, and Medical 
Director George , United States Navy, and Pay Director 
Thomas H. Looker, United States Navy, members, and Paymaster 
Jonathan O. Barton, United States Navy, Judge-Advocate, is 
hereby ordered to convene immediately at the Navy Department, 
Wash n, D. O., for the purpose of investigating the frauds 
recently practised by means of false and fraudulent vouchers in 
the bureau of medicine and surgery in said Department, 

The Court will report a full list of all payments which they 
may discover to be fraudulent in whole or in part, with the cir- 
cumstances in each case. The Court will inquire into the sys- 
tem of making purchases and payments in that bureau includ- 
ing all forms and ssfe guards adopted to secure honest results, 
and will compare that system with those of the other bureaus ; 
and wil! also ascertain whether or not there has been in recent 
years any change in the system, and if so, whether it has tended 
tosecure greater security for the Government or tbe reverse. 
The Court will not only ascertain who has practised dishonesty 
and fraud, but also whether any person has been guilty of neg- 
ligence or inefficiency which had contributod to such dishonesty 
and fraud or to loss to the Government. ‘The Court will report 
on all the above points of inquiry and also its opinion concerning 
the conduct of all officers of the Navy or civilian officers or em- 
ployees of the Department in any way connected with the trans- 
actions investigated. If the progress of the investigation leads 
to the discovery of any similar trauds connected with any of the 
other bureaus of the Navy Department, or with any of the naval 
expenditures, the Court will proceed to investigate and report 
upon the same.

BREAKING BRIDGES BY VIBRATION. 


In anewer to the question, ‘Is it true that the marobing of a 
body of soldiers, in regular military step, has been known to 
cause the falling of a bridge?” the Manufacturer and Builder 
has the following: The statement is substantiated by the . 
est kind of evidence. We believe that it is a rule observed by 
marching armies, when they cross a bridge, to stop the music, 
break step and open column, less the measured cadence of a con- 

vibrate so greatly 
as to endanger its stability or to cause it to fall. Numerous in- 
cidents of accidents caused by the neglect of this rule are re- 
corded. For instance, the Broughton near Manchester 
gave way beneath the measured tramp of only sixty 
were amy be nd it. at ae crossing the River Dor- 
dogne near ut the year 1850, gave way from a 
similar cause. The terrible disaster which befell a pattelion of 
French troops 8 few years since while in the act of croseing the 
suspension bridge at Angiers, in France, is one of the most con- 
vincing evidences of the extreme danger from the cause here 
named.

This is @ full statement of the several appropriations 
in the bi'l as it will become a law, and the several items 
of legislation as agreed upon by the Conference Com- 
mittee. We omit only the provision concerning Army 
transportation over land-grant railroads, which is the 
only section of the bill not agreed upon by the commit- 
tee at the time we write. The bill appropriates, in all, 
$24 454,450, and concludes with this proviso: 


That hereafter all officers, agents, or other persons receiving 
public moneys appropriated by this or any subsequent Army ap- 
Propriation act shall account for the disbursement thereof, ac- 
cordicg to the several and distinct items oi appropriation ex- 
pressed in euch act. 





Tue fortification, the last uf the regular appropri 
ation bills, was reported to the House on Friday. This 
measure has occasioned much sharp debate in commit- 
tee, and it is expected will raise a storm in the House. 
The sub-committee decided a long time ago to prepate 
a bill authorizing a large increase over former appro- 
priations for fortification, but did not report it before 
because Mr. Randall and other economists on the com- 
mittee would not give them an opportunity to do so. 
As adjournment is near at hand, and as the sub-com- 
mittee were firm in their minds not to decrease the 
amount originally decided upon, Mr. Randall and his 
colleagues finally had to yield and allow the bill to 
come before the full com-uittee. The bill as reported 
by the sub-committee, and as afterward adopted, with. 
out change, appropriates $3,070,000. The vote upon 
its adoption stood eight for and seven against, Messrs, 
Ellis snd Hancock voting with the Republicans. The 
seven Democrats will make a minority report to the 
House recommending the adoption of a substitute 
making the usual fortification appropriation. Omitting 


the enacting clause, the bill is as follows:

The bill making appropriations for the sundry civil 
expenses of the Government was reported tu the House 
from the Appropriations Committee on Saturday last 
and passed by the House on the following Monday in 
an unusually short space of time; not more than two 
hours being consumed in its consideration. It is now 
in the hands of the sub-committee of the Senate. Appro- 
priation Committee. As passed by the House the bill 
contained the following items: For Navy-yard, New 
York, for dredging, $30,000 ; Navy-yard, Mare Island, 
California, continuation of stcne dry dock, $250,000 ; 
for Navy. yards and stations, $125,000; for the build- 
ing for the State, War, and Navy Departments, $350,- 
000. To enable the President to appoint a scientific 
commission, composed of scientific men, to inquire 
into the organization, work, expenses, and reconstruc- 
tion of the Naval Observatory, and to report te Congress 
the best system for its future management, $700, to be 
expended under the direction of the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

For the construction of buildings at'and the enlarge- 
ment of military posts at San Antonio, Fort D. A. 
Russell, Fort Niobrara, Atlanta, Fort Snelling, and at 
such other military posts as in the judgment of the Sec- 
retary of War may be necessary, $250,000; for the 
Rock Island Arsenal, Rock Island, Ill, $197,500; for 
Benicia Arsenal, Cal., $4,055; for Frankford Arsenal, 
Philadelphia, $6,600; for the San Antonio Arsenal, 
$13,000; for Piccatiny Powder Depot, N. J., $40,000;

In 1892 he served 
in the “Black Hawk Expedition,” though not at the seat of 
war, then at West Point, Fort Jackson, La., again at West 
Point, and on ordnance duty in Florida until July 31, 18%, 
when he resigned; having been promoted 2d lieutenant 
April 1, 1884, and pursued the profession of civil engineer 
from 1836 to 1844. When the Mexican war broke out be 
sought service and was appointed colonel of the 2d New 
York volunteers, and served with distinction at Vera Oru, 
Cerro Gordo, Contreras and Churubusco, being severely 
wounded at the latter battle. On the Ist of August, 1848, 
he was mustered out and returned to his civil pursuits, In 
1850 he received the thanks of the New York Legislature, 
and in 1853 was made by it brevet brigadier general of New 
York volunteers for “‘gallant and distinguished service in 
the war with Mexico.” On the 30th of July, 1848, the cor- 
poration of the city of New York presented him with a silver 
medal; Aug. 20, 1853, the regiment which he commanded in 
the Mexican war presented him with a gold madal, andin 
August, 1859, by a vote of the surviving members of the 
regiment he was presented with the gold snuff box in which 
the freedom of the city of Nea York had been presented to 
Gen. Jackson, Feb. 23, 1819, and bequeathed by him “‘to that 
patriot of New York City, who should be adjudged by his 
countrymen to have been the most distinguished in defence 
of his country and oar country's right.” 

Soon after his return from Mexico, Gen. Burnett became 
superintendent of the dry dock in the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard, and in 1852 he took a similar position in the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. In 1853-4 he was chief engineer of the Brooklyn 
Water Works, and in the year followiag he made new plans 
for the works. Previously he had made plans and estimates 
for the Croton Water Works in New York. In 1856 he went 
South, and took charge of the water works at Norfolk, Va. 
From 1858 to 1860 he was United States Surveyor-General of 
Kansas and Nebraska Territories. 

The remainder of Gen. Burnett’s life was passed quietly, 
much of his time being speut at Washington. Upon bis re- 
tirement to private life his healt began to fail, and of late 
years he was little better than a confirmed invalid. His 
death was not unexpected. Funeral services were held in 
the Church of the Epiphany at Washington, and the remains 
were then conveyed to West Point for interment. 


OotonEL Bayarp O.arxke, who died at his residence, 
** Isola Bella,” Schroon Lake, New York, June 20, was born 
in New York, March 17, 1815. In 1836 he was appointed 
attaché of the embassy sent to France by Genel

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FORTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate Military Committee held a short meeting 
on Tuesday and passed favorably upon all the pending 
nominations, including those of the Engineer Corps 
gent in this week. It was also decided to recommend 
to the Senate the insertion of the bill making appro- 

ation for the repair of Fort Marion at St. Augnstine, 
Fia., into the Fortification bill when it comes over from 
the House. Several other unimportant bills were acted 
upon adversely. The Committee will hold its final 
meeting on Tuesday next to act upon nominations that 
may come in this week and to straighten out matters 
to be considered next session. 

The Naval Committee of the House will not hold 
another meeting this session. They have despaired of 
getting another day set for the consideration of naval 
matters. 

After several unsuccessful attempts on the part of 
Obairman Rosecrans to get evening sessions set for the 
consideration of matters reported from the Military 
Committee and bills of a military nature upon the 
Speaker’s table, he finally accomplished the desired end 
on Tuesday, when the evening of that day was de- 
yoted to that purpose. The session lasted from 8 until 
10-45 p. M., during which time the following bills were 
passed, showing that Congress might do a good deal, 
and not take up much time either, if the members 
would only settle down to business: 

H. R. 5840, authorizing the accounting officers of 
the Treasury to close the accounts of officers of the 
Army for morey expended during the late war which 
were not settled for want of vouchers of due and proper 
form. H. R. 5670: 

That when an enlisted man has served as such thirty years in 
the United States Army, either as a private or a non-commissioned 
officer, or both, he shall, by making application to the President, 
be placed on the retired list hereby created, with the rank held 
by him at the date of retirement; and he shall thereafter receive 
15 per cent. of the pay and allowances of the rank upon which he 
was retired. 

H. R. 5718, tosettle the claims of officers and enlist- 
ed men for loss of private property destroyed in the 
military service. 

H. R. 5709, to amend Art. 72 of the Articles of War 
to read as follows: 


Art, 72. Any general officer commanding an army, or colonel 
commanding & separate department, may appoint general 
courte-martial whenever necessary. But when any such com- 
mander is the accuser or prosecutor of any officer under bis 
command the court shal) be appointed by the President; and its 

roceedings and sentence sent directly to the Secretary of War, 
by whom they shall be Isid before the President for his approval 
or orders in the case. 


H. R. 1017, to re-organize the Inspector General’s 
Department of the Army; S. 838, to consolidate the 
Bureau of Military Justice and Corps of Judge Advo- 
cates of the Army. On motion of Mr. Rosecrans this 
bill was amended by striking out all after the enacting 
clause of the Senate bill, and inserting the following: 


That in view of the absence of all promotion in the Corps of

their reasons therefor tothe President, to be presented at the 
commencement of the second session of the Forty-sighth Con- 
gress; aod that the sum of $10,000, or so mach thereof as may be 
Recessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any fands in the Trea- 
sury not otherwise appropriated, to defray the expenses of said 
com mission,

RANK ACCORDING TO DATE OF ORIGINAL 
APPOINTMENT. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


My recent experience would seem to indicate that it 
is useless to write explanations for those who will, per- 
haps, not even read them. Nevertheless, I desire to 
say one word more in answer to your correspondent, 
‘* A Line Officer,” in the last issue of the JouRNAL. 

My first impression on reading his article, in which 
he says I made 51 errors in 60 numbers, was that I had, 
perhaps, made 9 errors, or that this was the result of 
the one omission or clerical errors spoken of by me. A 
short inspection, however, showed that ‘‘a line officer ” 
had taken the appointments tc ‘‘ inal vacancies” 
(captains, July 28, 1886), and placed them in the posi- 
tions they would have occupied had they never received 
these appointments, and which, of course, involves 
many other changes. ‘ 

If my table was based Gpos a misconception of the 
law in this respect, it would still remain exactly. what 
it claims to be, ‘‘an arrangement of the officers of artil- 
lery according to original entry into service as officers, 
or appointment to original vacancies.”

petition should be fair between the two classes, but as a 
master of fact there is no fairness at all in the competi- 
tion. The officer has the control of the practice, he 
bas much more time to bestow on it, he can fire as 
often as he chooses, when he pleases, at what 
he prefers; none of whicb conditions obtain with the 
enlisted man. Besides the officer must be supposed to 
have more intelligence to enable him better to acquire 
the theory of firing. , 

To any one who knows anything about the manner 
of conducting target practice, these advantages must 
appear overwhelmin:, and. account for the greater per- 
centage of officers who appear as marksmen. To be 
convinced how little equality there is in the competi- 
tion one has only to watch any company at ee 
which has a captain ambitious of distinguishing himself 
and see the men patiently waiting, while the officer is 
firing score after score at his desired distance until the 
spirits of the men are exhausted. Let any one com- 
pare the number of rounds fired by the officers with 
those fired by the men and note the vast disparity. 

While acknowledging that our acquaintance with the 
theory of firing is a great aid to success, it must be ad- 
mitted that the chief elements in fine shooting are ogee 
eyes and steady nerves. The active life of the er 
helps to give him the requisite nerves. The immensely 
greater number of soldiers ought to produce a propor- 
tionately large number of good eyes. With proper 
training, therefore, the soldiers ought to show at the 
very least an equal percentage of good shots. The 
tistics show much too great a proportion uf good 
among the officers and poor lack of training on the 
of the men, which brings us back to the first object 
T t Practice, viz., the training of the enlisted men 
As I have said the chief credit to be gained by officer 
and men is individual. An officer by becoming a noted 
shot gains publication in orders, a place in the Depart- 
ment, Division or Army Team, medals, general notice 
and high compliments from his superiors. It is onl 
human nature (as strong in an officer as in any one 
that this should make him look first and chiefly to 
own proficiency in the art of firing and only secondarily 
to the proficiency of his men, for which he would re- 
ceive so much less credit. This undoubtedly ions 
a neglect of the prime object of all practice on the part 
of the officer, the training of the men in correct firing. 

In this way is the present system of Target Practice 
fatally defective. It is always to be borne in mind that 
our small Army can be at most only the nucleus for the 
great mass of citizens that will need to be trained rapid- 
ly 1n case of a war. The raison @etre of our officers is 
to be ready and able to train such men and the acquire- 
ment of the knowledge of howto do this is the great 
desideratum. 

The general custom of making instructors of the best 
shots instead of those most successful in average train- 
ing is anerror. The best shotsaze not necessarily the 
best teachers, or it might rather be said they are more 
likely to be inferior in this respect, because great supe- 
riority in shooting is a natural endowment. The man 
thus endowed acquiring proficiency with ease does not 
perceive how his excellence comes. He is liable to 
underestimate the training he does not require, and to 
lack the patience needed to inculcate those rules which, 
while they cannot make any oae the equal of a na- 
turally good shot, are of immense advantage for aver- 
age shooting. In giving charge of the instruction to this 
class the study of the theory necessary to training masses 
is not encou Our system is wanting in precau- 
tions against improper marking and reporte, 
Whenever a company or post shows an exceptionally 
good record doubts the correctness of the re- 
cord are freely expressed. don’t know how much 
justice there may be in such doubts, but iu all competi- 
tive practice it is absolutely necessary for the = of 
the Service that such precautions should be as 
to secure unquestioned fairness. As it stands now, 
companies have their vwn markers, and the supervision 
has proved wholly inadequate. 

_ The present system goes altogether too far in exalt- 
ing superiority in firing above everything else. A 

officer entering the service and seeing the overwhelming 
importance given to target practice, would be pardon- 
able in thinking fine shooting the most important duty 
for the officer as well as the soldier. Iudisputably it is 
a good thing for soldiers to shoot ~i but it is 


not more im t than all else even

What- 
ever medals are offered to officers had better be n 
to those having companies, detachments cr teams : 
ing the best records, the reward thus going for the 
officer’s proper work 1n training bodies of men. 

It seems strange that more consideration has not 
been given to organized shooting or that by team which 
is in exact accordance with the genius of military dis. 
cipline. This could be accomplished by having the 
contest forthe Army team to take place between Di- 
vision or Department teams, the team having the best 
record in the match to constitute the Army team. In 
such contests training would come more into play and 
natural gifts less, which would seem to be desirable in 
military contests. It is pretty difficult for any one not 

in the new occult science of target practice to 
comprehend the present Army team, a body laboriously 
formed to be dissolved without having performed one 
corporate function. If officers must have medals for 
fine individual shooting, the competition should be 
among themselves, and should not interfere in any wy 
with the competitious instituted for enlisted men, for 
in this way only will there be perfectly fair play. 

The writer has witnessed as an uoprejudiced obser- 
ver several Army, Division and Department matches, 
and was very much impressed with the excessive 
amount of attention absorbed by the contesting officers 
afd the correspondiaog'y s.nall aitention bestowed upon 
the enlisted men engaged. It was plain this was not 
the wish of the authorities, but the necessary result of 
our peculiar method. Any outsider witnessing one of 
the great Army matches, must be impressed by the 
strange anomaly presented by a contest instituted for 
the purpose of stimulating soldiers to strive to excel in 
the art of firing, resulting practically in an ovation to 
Officers for doing what they would in no case be re- 
quired, desired or allowed to do in the line of their 
legitimate duty.

THE NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 

Tue encampment, which opsned at Peekskill on Saturday, 
June 21, is the third of the series first established in 1882, 
and when it is coneluded every organization in the Guard 
will have had its baptism, if not of fire, at least of some- 
thing which gives a taste of what is to be done in a place 
where powder is burnt in anger, and bullets are flying to 
kill, ‘Though by no means perfect, the camp has produced 
results of acknowledged value to those who have shared iu 
its teachings; not simply as an institution for the acquire- 
ments ofa knowledge of field duties, but essentially as a 
destroyer of the arch enemy of the success of all citizen 
soldiere—the “‘milish idea.” Since the suocess of the camp 
in 1882 a different spirit pervades the militia, and the ca- 
pacity of an organization is now judged according to a 
decidedly improved standard. There is only one drawback 
to all this, dnd that is the fact that the improvement is as a 
general thing more manifest in the rank and file than in the 
quarter where it should be most pi ng the 
company officers. In fact, with the exception of a few or- 
ganizations, the rank and file are fast outstripping their 
company officers in efficiency—a resulf worthy of the 
earnest consideration of those who direct the fate of our 
citizen soldiers, and again suggesting the establishment of a 
school for the education of officers. 

The Legislature of Now York has again failed to provide 
special fundg with which to carry on the camp, and there- 
fore it has to subsist on odds and ends saved in other de- 
partments of the State military service, which has again 
killed the pet project—a brigade camp. That the latter 
Would prove a most desirable featuré, not only as an incen- 
tive to emulation to the troops, but also as a school to bri- 
gade staff officers, there is no doubt, and it is generally re- 
gretted that things haye to be as they are. This year’s 
camp had to be hurriedly prepared, but the advent of the 
troops found it in thorough condition for their reception, and 
tke general appearance of things in the camp; as well as in 
its surroundings, was so familiar thet the ten months which 
haye elapsed since the 74th struck tents seemed like a “Rip 
Van Winkle” dream.

The 14th Regiment. of Brooklyn, was selectol to open the 
Camp ot 1883. It has probably done more fivhting during the late 
war, and has undoub.edly s better war record tian any National 
Guard regiment iu New York; and it is exceedingly proud of this 
record. nce the conclusion of the rebellion it spparently has 
not been very active, and especially of jate years it has not been 
spoken of much beyond its immediale circles. The regiment 
now bears the apparently well founded reputation of being a 
very conservative organizstion. It bas beea commanded for years 
by Col. James McLeer, a veteran of the late war and the senior 
colonel! of the 34 Rrigade, N. G. 8. N. Y., of which, on account of 
the absence of the Major General, he now commands the 3:1 Brig 
ade.

THE SEVENTH NEW YORK IN NEW HAVEN. 

In resuming the home trip from Hartford thé companies 
of the 7th marched separately to the depot from their various 
quarters, and no further military exercises were had. A 
large number of prominent citizens of the town were as- 
tembled to see the train go off; they gave three rousing 
cheers for Colonel Emmons Clark, the bend playing ‘‘ Auld 
Lang Syne,” and then to the tune ‘The Giri I Left Behind 
Me” the train thaudered ont of the depot. 

The ‘“‘ New Haven Greys,” one of the organizations of the 
2d Connecticut, dressed in a uni’orm almost identical with 
that of the 7th, received the regiment at the depot and es 
corted it to the armory of the 2d. Profiting by tho lesson of 
the day before, tho men wore their fatigue uniform, and 
left their arms at the train, which was kept for its use in re- 
serve. In the armory the regiment drew up in line, and was 
welcomed in a neat speech by Mayor Lewis, of New Hayen. 
Colonel Clark briefly responded for tbe regiment, three 
tremendous cheers were given forthe New Haven Greys 
and the town of New Haven, ihe Mayor was informed in the 
usual regimental. manuer who G. W. ‘was (the rataplan ac- 
companying this information aJmost breaking down the 
building), and the men received leave to viaw the town until 
4P.M., when they were ordered to assemble for parade, 
The reper of New Haven even surpassed those of 
Hartford, and the kindness shown to ‘members of the regi- 
ment wherever they showed themselves were highly appre- 
ciated. It was well known that the main body of the 24 
Regiment declined to bear their share of the vort of the re- 
ception, which threw the whole burden on the New Haven 
Greys, a body of about 60 men, aud to them and their com- 
mander, Captain Arnold, the whole credit for the handsome 
entertainment rightly belongs. They may be assured that 
their action is thoroughly appreciated ty the 7th. The mili 
tary Operations were of a very limited character, and con- 
sisted simply of a review at a spot of turf called the ‘‘Green,” 
the regiment leaving the depot at 5.30e m. They were es 
Corted by the New Haven Greys, who had managed by this 
time to enlist in their enterprise a sufficient number of 
troops to form five commands of twelve files, and these 
Were drawn up at theentrance of the depot and presented 
arms in a handsome manner. The usual military courtesies 
having been exchanged, the march to-tne ‘*Green” was 
taken up and accomplished in company front ia a manner 
Superior even to that in Hartford, and amidst the wildest 
excitement of the inhabitants, who o¢oupied every window, 
every bit of side walk, and even every available tees along 
the line of march. It is not ‘necessary to enter foto any de- 
tailed description, Precisely on the arfival of the on 
he ground the long-threatening thunderstorm broke loose, 


In our last week's issue we gave the strength. of the regi- 
ment as 400,men, which figures were not. furnished by our 
regular correspondent. The regiment during the parade at 
Hartford had 10 commands of 18 files front, and 76 men ar- 
rived on a later train. Adding to these the field and com- 
pany officers, the nom.com, staff, the. sergeants, the band of 
55 pieces and the drum corps of 20, the grand total of the 
excursion is raised beyond 600.

THK MASSACHUSETTS CAMP. 


On Friday the first thing I saw was the regimental guard 
mount of the 2d. The guard details were neat, the men 
rather unsteady ; parade rest irregular. During the beat 
off the men were steady, and the band marched and wheeled 
in the thoroughly military manner that has distinguished 
all the bands of this Brigade. Attention and carry fair. At 
command close order one man came toa right shoulder. The 
Adjutant, who has just been appointed and whose first guard 
mount it probably was, gave the command platocns right 
wheel while the guard was at a present.

mendable steadiness did not move. One of the officers ex- 
plained as a reason why guard mount was not up to the 
standard of the other exercises, that thev picked their new- 
est and rawest men so that they might have the bencfit of 
instruction in this most impertant ‘duty—a practice worthy 
of being followed in all things, showiug that the motto is 
Prodesse quam conspici, which being translated for the be- 
nefit of those who have not wallowed in Latin may be ren 

dered ; To do good rather than to make a show. Tho march 
in review was fair. In wheeling into line ist platoon did 
well, 24 broke. 

Brigade Guard Mount: Men steady and soldierly. The 
file closers passed around the flanks instead of through the 
interval between platoons. With that exception it was 
almost faultlessly done.

About noon the Governor arrived escorted by the Troop 
of Cavalry with their band.

THE SEAM FIGHT. 


After dinner the troops got under arms for the sham fight. 
The attacking forces consisted of the Ist and 6th Regiments 
—this last commarded by Cclonel Green, aud not Colonel 
Jones, as the types mace us say last week—with a sec- 

ion of Artillery and a troop of Cavairy. The defence 

was entrusted to the 2d Regiment supported by the redoubt 
with heavy gune snd the rest of thie Light Battery (3 
fine guns.) Their position was a strong one, upon a ridge 
which ran nearly parallel to the road. The right 
rested upon the crest of the ridge. The left was protected 
from turning movements by an impassable swamp. This was 
the advanced position. If driven from this they could fall 
back through heavy woods filled with dense undergrowth, 
intersected by stone walis and ravines, and from that toa 
camp flanked by a redoubt armed with mortars and heavy 
guvs, and covered by a stream that was supposed, for ctrat- 
egic purposes, to beimpassable, except by two bridges. The 
banks of -the stream sloped at about that angie wlich makes 
defending fire the most deadly when every -man-of the at- 
tacking force is visible to the defenders, and yet not steep 
enough to cause their fi:e to pass over their heads. 

The advance guard of the attacking forces patrclied the 
road leading to the ridge and reporting no signs of the en- 
emy the main bedy moved on the road. Soon after crossing 
the game stream that further up covered the intrenched 
camp, two videttes, evidently not our men, were seen and 
reported by the cavalry advance. The comman‘ balted anda 
niounted party was sent forward sufticient’ to develop what 
force the enemy had. This advance caused’ the appearance 
on the ridge of the enemy’s skirmishers, whe opene i fire upon 
the advance guard, which fell back. This showed that the 
enemy were holding the ridge nearly purelicl to the road 
and backed by the heavy timber mentioned above, 

The enemy's left beipg-covered by the swamp, and their 
front betng almost parallel with our line of advance, an at- 
teck upon their right, wae the obvious course, This was 
commenced by ekirmishers from the Ist, constituting the ad- 
vance of the mail body. After feeling the enemy, aad tind- 
ing them in considerable force, the skirmishers cenaed firing 
winle waiting .o be reinforced, and for a few moments there 
was alull, As soon as the attack recommenced our skirmishers 
began to work around their right flauk. To prevent beiug out- 
flanked they made a partial whee] drawing their right into the 
woods; a piece of artillery wa? then brought up upon one side 
and established upon the road just at the summit of tbe rise, 
and opened fire upon the woods, where evidently the bulk of 
their force was. The lat Regiment now came in colamn of 
fours up the road, and forning rapidly and in five style, 
line to the left, along the road, opeued a sharp fire. The 
battle now developed the: features of @ simple atiack along 
the front, so faniliar in our civil war. The road, which was 
soméwhat snoken, made a cipital breastwork; and sugested 
to me the famous atebey road of Antietam. , The open space 
in front of the woods being pretty well cieared, an advance 
was ordered, twodines of battle were furmed, and the first 
line having advanced about h:lf way between the road aad 
the woods, halted: The first line was:extended to the right 
by reinforcements fromm the-seoond lite, 80 as to rest upon 
the same swamp which had, at the beginning of the action, 
covered the’ énemy's left, and our linas wero thus secure 
from any movemeut.opon our left. No. 1 of each set of fonrs 
found the first.dine were daplages. as skirmishérs, covering 
the ground between the line the woods, and sharp firing 
took place. The picce of artillery-onthe right had

can war, in whic ing were de with every 
leg bent exactly at the same angle, and a line of levelied 
bayonets as exact as a picket fence. Here, on the contrary, 
the vraisemblance was perfect. The stone wall vomiting 
jets of smoke, which curled lazily through the thick foliage 
in the hot afternoon sunlight, might bave been the fatal wail 
at the foot of Marye’s Heights, while ia the groups of men 
disordered as to formation by their rush through the scrab, 
but still keeping together, and plunging forward as if 
scourged by a deadly fire, and knowing that 1t was death to 
halt, one could, without any violent stretch of tho imagina- 
tion, see one of those blind struggles in the terrible Wilder- 
ness, 

As the advance dashed over the wall the figures of the enemy 
could be seen retreating through tue woods, anda hearty cheer 
announced a preliminary success. The first line having done 
such good work, was now relieved by the 6th, and the new line 
moved ont in parallel columns by the command companies right 
forward foura right, Finding that lines became d vad im 
such thick timber and having advanced to the e of the 
stream covering the camp the whole line was hal and re- 
formed to allow the men to breathe and to prepare for the deci- 
sive operations of thedsy. ‘Thisstream, or rather swamp, was- 
crossed by two bridges, and General Wates’s plan was to live the 
uaderbrusbh on the banke with troops and by a heavy fire to clear 
if possible the opposite banks or, at apy rate, to keep their fire 
down so as to make an attack incolumn ou the bridges possible. 
While this disposition was being made of the Ist line, the 24 was 
sent to the right to make an attack on the other bridge, near the 
arsenal--a harder task, tor the ground was more open, 

Assoon as Wellington’s fire was heard a vigorous attack was 
made and the bridge was finaliy carried, the great prepandarraen 
efforce on our side meting the movement plausible; for the 
enemy haviag too long a lipe to hold could not bain force 
enough st any point, General Wales, finding that all was going 
well on the left, redé to the right, where we arrived just ae the 
lst were sweeping over the open ground approaching the bridge, 
but, iu their eagerness, the right wing met with a severe check; 
advanciog in line to assault the camp a very deadly fire was 
poured in on their flank froms road and fence, behind which 
was an ambuscade. This rather sensational tocident wagacleyer 
improvisation of the carp officer of the day, who having col- 
lected asmall party, marched them down the road and com- 
pletely enfiladed the whole right wing As this was really un- 
expected, i¢ was a good test of the resources and coolness of the 
right division commander. Le was equal to the emergency, aud 
rapidly forming the tlank compauies to {ace the new attack, he 
covered the line, and the assaijauts, findiag themselves in danger 
of being cut off, retired rapidly by the road. 

It was the last gieam of Lope fur the defence; carried away 
with enthueiasm at the successful repulse of this alarming at- 
tack they made an irresistible rush, crossing the stream, which 
at this point was a slight obstacle, and capturing two fleld guna 
which, however, the evemy witu great coolness spiked before 
abandoning, having defended them bravely, The redoubt which 
had evidemliy been expected to make this side almost impreg- 
nable was treated as the Prussians treated Metz, turned and 
disregarded. And on the whole, though this part of the strug- 
gle is open tocriticism I think the success of the attack can 
justified, along line, naturally strong but thinly held, and on 
the lest the same formation ot the ground which made. attack 
difficult sffordiug great cover tor the attacking party and a 
screen behind which his intentions could be eflectually masked; 
aod when the line was giving way on the leit and 
the impettons attack with overwhelming wuumbers and 
fiery enthusiasmcame on the right, it was out mnator- 
al that every thing sbould break away. The grand op- 
portuoity for the defence was to have fellen wack 
through the camp and then when the attack was entangled amid 
the tents, the fre uf the redoubt wou'd have swept them anda 
counter attack might bave succeeded, but the thieag had lasted 
long enough, the men were tired aud the ammunition was ex- 
hausted. 

It was on the whole an excellent attempt, the great difficulty 
belug that the cramped nature of the grouud made it necesasry to 
have evergthing on « diminished scale; as the comma were 
small this wea logical in the sense of proportion, but injured. the 
realistic effect. Ifthe distances could have been quadrupied it 
would have been the best sketch of battle that I have ever seen; be! 
cause instead of the usual open level ground of the sham baitle, 
here were all the incidents of war in its most rugged shape. The 
one thiug essential to success ian these undertukiogs is that the 
officer planning the operation and conducting the movements of 
the troops should be a veteran; otherwise the air of reality eo eg. 
sential to prevent its reaching the level of the sham figuts of our 
boyhood will be wanting. When conducted as this was ita value 
cannot be questioned. The mere fact that it is one of the severest 
testa of a Oolonel’s command over hie regiment and of the eelf- 
control and readiness to obey of the men justifies it. Then toe 
it affords immense pleasure to the spectators, a consideration not 
to be neglected in a-couutry where popularity is essential,

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 
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A Private of Co. F, 7th Infantry, of Fort Laramie, 
Wyo., complains that all the other companies at the post can 
make down their beds at any time in the afternoon, while bis 
company are not permitted to make them down until after re- 
treat ; and asks if this is right. Ans.—This is generally a matter 
of company regulation, but it would seem judicious that all 
companies at a post should be governed alike in the respect men- 
tioned. Usually there are no restrictions upon the beds being 
made down after dinner or even sooner, although many captains 
prefer the old rule not to make them down until after retreat.

the Adjutant General, because it seems to us to be plain without 
an official decision. Where reference is made to subdivisions in 
column, a column of divisions, companies or platoons is meant, 
and naturally the directing guide of each would be the one 
obarged with preserving the direction and the step, and he should 
have his piece at the carry, if marching in quick or common 
time. It should be clear that the object of the guide, in having 
his piece at the carry, is to designate the side on which the guide 
exists to the subdivision which is following, and the guide of 
that subdivision is charged with preserving the distance and 
step and should, with the carry, indicate the guide to the one 
following him, and so on to theendof thecolumn. Guides of 
subdivisions, marching by the flank, in column of files, or col- 
umns of tours, carry their pieces in the same position aa the men. 
In column of fours there is no necessity for the carry to desig- 
nate the guide, as it is fixed by the general rule established for
